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Napiorkowski, Raspberry Won't Seek Reelection: 
Primary Required for Mayor, Treasurer Races

With the passing of the June 17, 
1997 deadline for filing petitions, the 
Romulus City Clerk's office has an- 
nounced the names of the candidates 
who are running for the offices of Mayor, 
Treasurer, Clerk, and Councilin the City 
of Romulus. 

Challenging incumbent William 
Oakley for the mayor's job will be Leo 
Knasiak and Theodore Romak. The 
mayoral race is one of two which will 
require a September 9 primary election 
because of the number of candidates; 
the contest for treasurer — with candi- 
dates Pamela Morrison-Kersey, Howard 
Kesner, and Kris Moe — is the other. 

The City's current treasurer, James 
Napiorkowski, will not seek reelection. 

"| have enjoyed serving the people 
of Romulus for the past 10 years, and | 
sincerely appreciate all the support | 
have received in the past, but | think it's 
time for a change," said Napiorkowski, 
who explained that he plans to leave the 
political arena altogether when his term 
of office expires in November. "I'm look- 
ing forward to moving on to new oppor- 
tunities for myself and my family." 

Running unopposed for the clerk's 
office will be incumbent Linda Choate. 

Of the 11 competitors for City 
Council's seven seats, six (Mary Col-

lins, William Crova, Randolph Gear, 
Michael Prybyla, Deborah Romak, and 
William Wadsworth) are incumbents; 
only senior Councilman Jimmie Rasp- 
berry will not run again. 

"It's been awonderful 30-plus years 
serving this city," said Raspberry. "The 
citizens of Romulus have been good to 
me, and I've done my best on their 
behalf." 

Raspberry added that his retire- 
ment from political office does not mean 
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that he has abandoned his lifelongcom- 
mitment to working forthe betterment of 
his community. 

"I'm always ready to fight for a good 
cause," he concluded. 

Others seeking election to Council 
are Steve Banko, Barry Baumann, Leroy 
Burcroff, Robert McLachlan, and Don 
Morris.

DEQ Denies EDS Permit for Citrin Drive Well

The Michigan Department of Envi- 
ronmental Quality (DEQ) recently in- 
formed Environmental Disposal Sys- 
tems, Inc. (EDS), that, "due to a lack of 
demonstrated need," it has denied the 
company's request for permits to drill 
two deep-injection wells at a site lo- 
cated on Citrin Drive in Romulus. 

"Deep wellinjection has been shown 
to be a safe and effective method of 
disposal of certain types of liquid 
wastes,” said DEQ Director Russell 
Harding. "We have the technology and 
the regulatory tools to assure these 
wells canbe drilled and operated safely. 
However, the DEQwill not permit waste 
disposal wells unless there is an estab- 
lished need for them." 

The decision followed on the heels 
of a May 1 public hearing, held at Romu- 
lus High School, at which several citi- 
zens expressed their belief that there is 


no need for additional wells because 
EDS already owns a deep-well located 
near Northline and Wahrman roads in 
Romulus. That well has never been 
used, despite the fact that it is nearly 
four years old, because of ongoing liti- 
gation initiated by the City of Romulus. 

However, the denial of the permits 
does not close the door on future appli- 
cations for disposal wells, provided that 
a need can be demonstrated. 

According to the DEQ, the State 
would reconsider a permit for the Citrin 
Drive site if EDS withdraws its permit 
application for a backup well at the 
Wahrman Road site, and also plugs 
and abandons its existing well or enters 
into a formal agreement to plug and 
abandon the well. 

Further, if EDS does choose to re- 
apply for permits for its Citrin Drive site, 
it will need to include the following infor- 
mation in its application: 


* acontingency plan for dealing with a 
potential aircraft accident which 
might damage the proposed well or 
storage facility and Cause environ- 
mental damage; 

¢ aplanfor prevention of andresponse 
to potential spills or losses which 
could affect the Godfrey Drain at the 
proposed site; and 


-© astatement setting forth the bacte- 


rial, physical, chemical, and other 
known characteristics of the waste 
to be disposed. 

"It is unfortunate that the City's un- 
willingness to work out which site should 
be pursued has left it up to the State and 
the courts to force resolution of this 
matter," said EDS Vice-president Aus- 
tin Marshall. 

"The DEQdenial was unexpected,” 
he added. "It looks like the litigation will 
have to be completed before this is fully 
resolved." J

Taylor's Mayor Responds 


To EDS Letter 
Dear Editor: 

Inresponse to the letter to the editor 
published in the Heritage Newspaper 
on Sunday, May 18, 1997, and the Ro- 
mulus News on Friday, May 16, 1997, 
from Mr. Austin Marshall of Environ- 
mental Disposal Systems, Inc. (EDS), | 
take issue with statements made therein. 

Specifically, Mr. Marshall stated: 
"The use of the Northline Road site, 
instead of the Citrin Drive site, hasbeen 
encouraged as a means to utilize exist- 
ing natural resources. This encourage- 
ment was provided by the Honorable 
Senator Loren Bennett and the Honor- 
able Mayor Gregory Pitoniak of Taylor 
at the recent May 1, 1997 public hear- 


ing." This statement was a Serious mis- 
characterization of my testimony. 

My testimony in part dealt with the 
wasteful nature of issuing a permit for 
the drilling of a well for disposal of 
commercial hazardous waste at the 
Citrin site. This is due to the fact that 
there is currently a well drilled for the 
same purpose within four miles of the 
Citrin Drive site. The status of that well 
is Currently in litigation. Until that litiga- 
tion is resolved or the well is perma- 
nently plugged or abandoned, the per- 
mitting of the Citrin site is duplicative 
and wasteful. 

| also voiced several other objec- 
tions to any commercial hazardous dis- 
posal well being located anywhere in 
Michigan during the May 1, 1997, public 
hearing; a position | have held for sev- 
eral years. Mr. Marshall neglected to 
reference those concerns in his letter. 

Interestingly, the Michigan Depart- 
ment of Environmental Quality recently 
denied EDS's permit to drill the well at 
Citrin Drive for essentially the same 
reasons contained in my testimony.

Volunteer positions in hospitals and 
nursing homes include running simple 
errands, delivering mail and flowers to 
patients, and being a friendly visitor. 

Neme says teens are the perfect 
group to work ina nursing home. "Sen- 
iors love to have young people around 
them, and, because they are so appre- 


ciative, our teen volunteers find the 
work very rewarding,” she explains. 

Blood collection volunteers perform 
nonmedical procedures. 

Benefits consistently cited by young 
people who volunteer for the Red Cross 
include a sense of belonging and pur- 
pose, an awareness of community, and 
opportunities to be part of solutions. 

High-school seniors who have per- 
formed at least 150 Red Cross volun- 
teer hours and maintain a 2.8 GPA are 
eligible to compete for one of two $1 ,000 
scholarships.

Blood Collection 

Volunteers perform an essential role 
in the blood supply process, assisting 
with registration of donors, labeling blood 
collection containers, and serving re- 
freshments to donors. Training is provid- 
ed and volunteers never come in direct 
contact with blood. No experience is 
necessary.

Two outstanding Romulus High 
School students were selected to at- 
tend the 57th Annual American Legion 
Auxiliary Girls' State Program, which 
was held on the campus of Central 
Michigan University inMt.

The 
purpose of the program is to emphasize 
the importance of government in mod- 
ern life; to stimulate a deep and lasting 
interest in government; and to enlarge 
the students' understanding of the gov- 
ernmental process. 

The basic method of Girls' State, by 
which these goals may be achieved, is 
that of actual participation in the political 
and governmental process. Care has 
been taken to design the Girls' State 
Program so that every student may 
participate in the electoral process; have 
an opportunity to hold public office; and 
be encouraged to share in the formula- 
tion of public policy. Since no one person 
can serve in all offices of government, it 
is expected that a great deal will be

and weaknesses of the American sys- 
tem of government. It is hoped, further, 
that they will leave with a firm resolution 
to make government a more effective 
and responsible servant of the people. 

To be eligible, a candidate must be 
a citizen of the United States; able to 
attend the full nine sessions; be in the 
process of completing her junior year of 
high school; and be a Michigan resident 
attending a Michigan high school. 

Selection is based on each girl's 
interest, character, and potential abili- 
ties. Also considered are teacher rec- 
ommendations and academic record. 

Upon their arrival at Girls' State, 
each girlis assigned to a mythical politi- 
cal party, acounty, and acity. There are 
seven counties, each composedofthree 
cities. 

The citizens nominate and elect 
various city, county, and state officials. 
They are instructed in the duties of the 
various public offices — including the 
State Supreme Court, the Legislature, 
and other divisions of government — 
and they learn about the function of 
these offices as well as their powers 
and limitations. 

Involvement in lobbyist and spe- 
cial-interest groups is also popular at a 
typical Girls' State Program.
